Government wants 
Albertans to weigh in 
on financial plan

Albertans will be asked how 
much the province should 
cut, how much to tax and how 
much red ink to run, as the 
government struggles to deal 
with a bleak fiscal picture. 

A backgrounder document 
on the province’s finances is 
expected to be posted online 
soon, but in a draft obtained 
by Metro, the government 
asks Albertans about the right 
mix of cuts, taxes and debt. 

Kevin Zahara, press sec- 
retaiy for Finance Minister 
Robin Campbell, said the 
document is meant to show 
Albertans the trouble ahead. 

“It basically lays out the 
challenges of what we are fa¬ 


cing,” he said. 

The document points out 
that Alberta spends $1,200 
more per capita than the na¬ 
tional average on public ser¬ 
vices and that Albertans save 
$11.6 billion over the next 
most competitive province 
because of lower taxes. 

The government is also 
asking where spending could 
be cut and how to increase 
revenues without hurting 
competitiveness. Zahara said 
the budget won’t be easy, 
which is why the government 
has to ask. 

“Obviously with us look¬ 
ing at a $ 7-billion hole in our 
revenue next year, it’s import¬ 
ant we hear from Albertans,” 
he said. 

United Nurses of Alberta 
president Heather Smith, who 
has seen the backgrounder, 
said she is glad the province is 
looking at options other than 
just cuts and she hopes they 
think long-term. 

“It’s reassuring, but we 
can’t have a Band-Aid solu¬ 
tion,” she said.

Alberta oil crunch 
will hurt the entire 
country: Prentice 

The aftershocks of 
Alberta’s collapsing petro- 
economy will shake up 
homes and businesses 
from coast to coast to 
coast, Premier Jim Prentice 
said Wednesday. 

“We’re all in this 
together,” Prentice told 
reporters on a conference 
call from Toronto. 

“It has been the Alberta 
economy that has been 
driving the national econ¬ 
omy in this country for 
more than a decade. 

“Alberta has accounted 
for more than 50 per cent 
of the jobs that have been 
created in Canada (in that 
time).” 

Prentice said Alberta 
is facing some difficult 
choices given the bench¬ 
mark price of oil has fallen 
from $100 US a barrel 
last summer to less than 
$50 a barrel this week, si¬ 
phoning billions of dollars 
from Alberta’s treasuiy. 

Alberta’s projected 
budget surplus this year 
will now be a $500-million 
deficit. 

Prentice noted that oil 
giant Suncor announced 
this week that it will lay 
off 1,000 oilsands workers. 

“There’s a veiy large 
number of people, for 
example, from Atlantic 
Canada, from Ontario, 
who commute to Alberta 
and work in the energy 
industry,” he said. 

“Most of those people 
pay their personal income 
taxes in the provinces in 
which they reside.” 

Prentice said if low oil 
persists, other dominoes 
will fall, hurting the feder¬ 
al government’s corporate 
and personal income tax

speaking to their school princi¬ 
pals,” said the statement. 

“The partial exemption 
will calculate their final course 
mark based on their school 
awarded mark and the Part B, 
or reading, part of the diploma 
exam.” 

An ECS official said the dis¬ 
trict was pleased with the deci¬ 
sion, especially after hearing 
concern from parents and stu¬ 
dents after Tuesday’s test. 

Edmonton’s public school 
district was unable to comment 
on the exemption by press 
time, but a spokesperson told 
Metro earlier on Wednesday 
the district hadn’t planned on 
challenging the grades. 

The province is also waiving 
the fees for students wishing to 
rewrite the exam.

Mayor calls Edmonton’s poverty numbers ‘unacceptable* 



A newly released Profile of Pov¬ 
erty in Edmonton report shows 
that while most Edmontonians 
have good jobs and adequate 
income, over 100,000 people 
still live in poverty — a num¬ 
ber Mayor Don Iveson calls “un¬ 
acceptable.” 

“The city is much more cul¬ 
turally diverse and complex to¬ 
day, but we have a long way to 
go to solve the problems,” Ive¬ 
son said. “This is a city of we — 
not us and them. The data from 
this report will help us make in¬ 
formed policy decisions, which 
will allow all people to fully par¬ 
ticipate in life in Edmonton.” 


The report, prepared by 
the Edmonton Social Planning 
Council (ESPC), was released 
Wednesday in conjunction 
with the council’s 75th anniver¬ 
sary at an event showing how 
factors affecting poverty — em¬ 
ployment, housing costs and 
more — are changing the face 
of the city. 

“Poverty is such a complex 
issue. It’s not simply about get¬ 
ting a job — most low-income 
families work,” said Susan Mor¬ 
rissey, ESPC executive director. 
“If we’re to move the needle of 
poverty, we need all levels of 
government to work together.” 


In its report, ESPC asks 
the city to implement a low- 
income monthly transit pass 
for $35, provide more land for 
affordable housing and offer a 
living wage for city-contracted 
services. 

“Edmonton used to be af¬ 
fordable, but that has changed 
profoundly. We’re a service 
centre for the region, and while 
income has grown, income in¬ 
equality is growing more,” said 
Iveson. “We have a permanent 
population of working poor; it’s 
an issue that should be of con¬ 
cern to all Edmontonians.”

With their sights set on the 
big leagues, MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity’s hockey teams took 
one step closer to breaking 
into the Western University 
Athletic Association thanks 
to a $ 1.5-million endowment 
from Edmonton philanthrop¬ 
ist Bill Comrie. 

On Tuesday, both the 
men’s and women’s Griffins 
hockey teams were on hand 
for the announcement of 
12 new scholarships worth 
$5,000 each, designed to 
help university athletes stay 
focused on their books and 
their game. 

MacEwan president David 
Atkinson said the university 
has been gearing up to move 
its teams from the Alberta 
Colleagues Athletic Confer¬ 
ence league to play with the 
“big guys” at the Canada West 
Universities Athletics Associa¬ 
tion, and these new scholar¬ 


ships will pave the way. 

“Now we need to build 
strong hockey programs,” he 
said. “We need to build com¬ 
petitive hockey programs and 
for that you really need one 
thing — extraordinaiy hock¬ 
ey players,” he said. 

While the university is 
still in the early stages of 
earning its Canada West ac¬ 
creditation, the opening of 
Rogers Place in 2016 will 
offer the Griffins a fully 
equipped facility for practice 
and games — a requirement 
for Canada West. 

“We want to create a leg¬ 
acy that supports outstand¬ 
ing students and elite hockey 
players together,” said Com¬ 
rie, a former junior hockey 
player and founder of The 
Brick.

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Pothole claims 
take major drop 


Road repair. Better 
weather, improved 
roads sees city's repair 
bill drop 


Pothole claims against the city 
in 2014 were just a fraction of 
the record-breaking $550,000 
Edmonton paid out in 2013. 

New city data shows it paid 
out $21,602 in claims from 
drivers related to potholes, 
with another $10,527 in re¬ 
serves for claims that came in 
later in the year. 

The city received 542 
claims, but denied most of 
them. 

In comparison, in 2013 
when the city was plagued 
with potholes, Edmonton 
paid out $550,501 and re¬ 


ceived 1,820 claims. 

Risk management direc¬ 
tor Don Marshall said it was a 
much easier load. 

“From a frequency per¬ 
spective it was way down,” he 
said. 

Marshall said the city tends 
to find bad years are weather- 
related. 

“If you get a lot of freeze- 
thaw cycles in the spring it 
really does break up the road¬ 
ways that are vulnerable,” he 
said. 

Roadway operations super¬ 
intendent Roland Aitchison 
said 2014 was a much better 
pothole year with a lot less 
work for city crews. 

“Last year, we did 495,000, 
in 2013 we were at 750,000, 
so it was a significant drop,” 
he said. 

Aitchison said the money 
invested in more rehabilita¬ 
tion efforts has helped. 

“Some of the decisions 
council has made in putting 


the money back into those 
resources is showing results,” 
he said. 

He said the money for 
triage project in neighbour¬ 
hoods allowed them to com¬ 
pletely rehabilitate certain 
areas where potholes were 
particularly bad. 

“We took care of those by 
paving the area rather than 
going in and doing a pothole 
repair.” 


Claims 


For the city to be liable, the 
pothole has to have been 
reported to them and crews 
must not have repaired it in 
an adequate amount of time. 


• With boosts that council 
allocated, the city spent 
$28 million in arterial re¬ 
newal and $176 million in 
neighbourhood renewal.

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Jailed journalist's family pins 
hopes on Baird’s visit to Egypt

The family of an Egyptian- 
Canadian journalist impris¬ 
oned in Cairo is hoping that 
Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird’s visit to the city on 
Thursday will mark “the fi¬ 
nale” to Mohamed Fahmy’s 
quest for freedom. 

But a government official 
in Ottawa was tempering ex¬ 
pectations Wednesday that 
Baird’s visit would immedi¬ 
ately trigger Fahmy’s release. 

Fahmy has spent over a 
year in prison after he and 
two colleagues were arrested 
while working for A1 Jazeera 
English. After a trial widely 
denounced as a sham, the 
three were convicted on ter¬ 
ror-related charges they vehe¬ 


mently deny. 

Baird’s visit to Cairo comes 
at a sensitive time. A retrial 
was ordered this month for 
Fahmy and his colleagues, 
and Egypt’s president has an¬ 
nounced a new decree that 
gives him the power to deport 
foreigners convicted or ac¬ 
cused of crimes. 

Those factors have given 
Fahmy and his family hope 
that they will soon be able to 
return to their home in Mont¬ 
real. 

“I believe Mr. Baird’s visit 
should be the finale,” Fah¬ 
my’s brother Adel said. “We 
are genuinely hoping that he 
reaches a resolution and an¬ 
nounces that Mohamed will 
be deported to Canada.” 

Baird will be meeting with 
his Egyptian counterpart 
Sameh Shoukry on Thursday, 
where he is expected to raise 
Fahmy’s case, after which 
the two will participate in a 
news conference. It is there 
that Fahmy’s family hopes for 


some indication that their or¬ 
deal is nearing an end. 

But a government official, 
speaking on condition of ano¬ 
nymity, said that things may 
not proceed quite that quickly. 

Baird’s two-day trip to 
Egypt, the official stressed, is 
part of the country’s regular 
engagement with Egypt “writ 
large.” 

“We’re not expecting ne¬ 
cessarily that (Baird) is going 
to announce the release or 
anything like that when he’s 
there,” said the official. 

It is unclear just how 
Fahmy’s deportation process 
might play out in practical 
terms. If he is deported as 
a convicted criminal under 
Egyptian law, it’s not known 
when he will become a free 
man in Canada. But his family 
is staying positive. 

“The Egyptians may pro¬ 
vide to the Canadians infor¬ 
mation on how they want to 
handle this,” Fahmy’s brother

Reports sayOttawa 
man killed fighting

As reports emerged that 
former University of Ot¬ 
tawa student John Maguire 
had been killed while 
fighting in Syria, the fed¬ 
eral Public Safety Ministry 
warned of the dangers of 
joining the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant (ISIL). 

“While we cannot speak 
about specific cases, our 
Government is fighting 
terrorist groups who could 
pose a threat to Can¬ 
adians,” said an email from 
Public Safety Canada. 

The reports of Maguire’s 
death were based on a 
tweet from Twitter user 
and apparent ISIL support¬ 
er Abu Saman who called 
Maguire and another man 
martyrs. Maguire came to 
national media attention 
when he appeared in a 
pro-ISIL video saying that 
while he grew up like most 
Canadians playing hockey, 
guitar and attending 
university he had come to 
support the radical Islamist

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Java Sea. Singapore navy 
finds Air Asia fuselage 


A Singaporean navy ship has 
found the crashed AirAsia 
plane’s fuselage, a 30-metre- 
long section with a wing at¬ 
tached, in the Java Sea, au¬ 
thorities said Wednesday. 

Images taken by a remote- 
controlled vehicle from the 
ship showed parts of the 
plane’s wing and words on the 
fuselage, Singapore Defence 
Minister Ng Eng Hen said on 
his Faceboolc page. He said 
Indonesian search officials 
have been notified so they can 
begin recoveiy operations. 

The fuselage section that 
was found is 30 metres long 
and 10 metres wide with a 
height of three metres, Indo¬ 
nesia’s National Search and 
Rescue Agency chief Hemy 
Bambang Soelistyo said. 

“The fuselage with a wing 
still attached on it was found 
in the priority search area and 
has been confirmed as part of 
AirAsia plane,” Soelistyo said.

Sex abuse. Model pursues 
charges against Bill Cosby 


A model who claims Bill Cosby 
drugged and sexually abused 
her at the Playboy Mansion 
met with Los Angeles police on 
Wednesday to pursue criminal 
charges against the comedian 
over the 2008 incident. 

An attorney for Chloe Goins 
said after the meeting that his 
client is the first woman accus¬ 
ing Cosby of sexual misconduct 
whose case may fall within the 
statute of limitations. More 
than 15 women have accused 
Cosby of sexual misconduct, 
including several who say the 
comedian drugged and raped 
them in incidents dating back 
at least four decades. 

Goins did not speak during 


a news conference Wednesday. 
Her attorney, Spencer Kuvin, 
said she came forward after 
hearing about other women 
describing abuse by Cosby and 
realizing she might have a valid 
criminal case. 

An email to Cosby’s attor¬ 
ney, Marty Singer, was not im¬ 
mediately returned. 

Kuvin declined to discuss 
what Goins told detectives but 
restated her allegations that 
Cosby drugged her at a 2008 
event at the Playboy Mansion. 
Goins does not know what hap¬ 
pened while she was blacked 
out but awoke to find herself 
naked and Cosby over her.

Paris newspaper 
assault. Extremists 
warn of more 
tragedies to come 


Yemen’s al-Qaida branch on 
Wednesday confirmed it car¬ 
ried out last week’s deadly 
assault on a French satirical 
newspaper to avenge cartoons 
depicting the Prophet Muham¬ 
mad, as it called for unity 
among jihadi ranks and vowed 
more attacks on the West. 

In an 11-minute video 
posted on the group’s Twitter 
account, Nasr al-Ansi, a top 
commander of al-Qaida in the 
Arabian Peninsula, said the at¬ 
tack on the office of the Charlie 
Hebdo weekly — in which two 


gunmen massacred 12 people 
— was in “revenge for the 
prophet.” He warned of more 
“tragedies and terror” in the 
future, saying “you will look for 
peace and stability but you will 
not find it because of the deeds 
of those cariying out martyr¬ 
dom operations and heroes of 
lone jihad.” 

Al-Ansi said AQAP “chose 
the target, laid out the plan and 
financed the operation.” He 
said the radical Yemeni-Amer- 


ican cleric Anwar al-Awlaki, 
who was lulled in a U.S. drone 
strike in Yemen in September 
2011, had arranged the attack. 

If confirmed, that would 
mean the Paris attack was years 
in the making. But Al-Ansi pro¬ 
duced no evidence to support 
his claims, leaving lingering 
questions over the exact rela¬ 
tionship between the attackers 
and the militant group’s leader¬ 
ship in Yemen.

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Adventurers climb 
the unclimbable

Dawn Wall, Yosemite 
Park. Pair reach summit 
together after gruelling, 
painful 19 -day struggle 


A pair of Americans com¬ 
pleted what had long been 
considered the world’s most 
difficult rock climb Wednes¬ 
day, using only their hands 
and feet to scale a 3,000-foot 
vertical wall on El Capitan, 
the forbidding granite pedes¬ 
tal in Yosemite National Park 
that has beckoned adventur¬ 
ers for more than half a cen¬ 
tury. 

Tommy Caldwell and 
Kevin Jorgeson became the 
first to free-climb the rock 
formation’s Dawn Wall, a feat 
that many had considered 
impossible. They used ropes 
and safety harnesses to catch 
themselves in case of a fall 
but relied entirely on their 
own strength and dexterity 
to ascend by grasping cracks 
as thin as razor blades and as 
small as dimes. 

The effort took 19 days as 
the two dealt with constant 
falls and injuries. But their 
success completes a year¬ 
long dream that bordered on 
obsession for the men. 

Caldwell was the first to 
finish Wednesday afternoon. 
He waited on a ledge for Jor¬ 
geson, who caught up min¬ 
utes later. The two embraced 
before Jorgeson pumped his 
arms in the air. A crowd of 
200 people gathered in the 
meadow far below broke into 
cheers. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama sent his congratula¬ 
tions from the White House 
Twitter account, saying the 
men “remind us that any¬ 
thing is possible.” 

Caldwell and Jorgeson 
lived on the wall itself, eating 
and sleeping in tents fastened 
to the rock. 

Both men needed to take 
rest days to wait for their skin 
to heal. They used tape and 
even superglue to help pro¬ 
tect their fingertips. 

At one point, Caldwell set 
an alarm to wake him eveiy 
few hours to apply a special 
lotion to his throbbing hands. 

They also endured physic¬ 
al punishment whenever 
their grip slipped, pitching 
them into long, swinging falls 
that left them bouncing off 
the rock face. The tumbles, 
which they called “taking a 


whipper,” ended with start¬ 
ling jolts from their safety 
ropes. 

Caldwell, 36, and Jorge¬ 
son, 30, had help from a team 
of supporters who brought 
food and supplies — and 
helped dispose of toilet sacks. 

There are about 100 routes 
up the rock known among 
climbers as “El Cap,” and 
many have made it to the 
top, the first in 1958. Even 
the Dawn Wall had been 


scaled. Warren Harding and 
Dean Caldwell (no relation to 
Tommy) made it up in 1970, 
using climbing ropes and 
countless rivets over 27 days. 

No one, however, had ever 
made it to the summit in 
one continuous free-climb — 
until now. 

“He doesn’t understand 
the magnitude of the accom¬ 
plishment and the excite¬ 
ment generated,” said Cald¬ 
well’s father, Mike Caldwell. 


The pioneering ascent 
comes after five years of 
training and failed attempts 
for both men. They only got 
about a third of the way up in 
2010 when they were turned 
back by storms. A year later, 
Jorgeson fell and broke an an¬ 
kle in another attempt. Since 
then, each has spent time on 
the rock practising and map¬ 
ping out strategy. 

On this try, Jorgeson was 
stalled in a lower section that 
took 11 attempts over seven 
days. 

“As disappointing as this 
is, I’m learning new levels of 
patience, perseverance and 
desire,” Jorgeson posted on¬ 
line. “I’m not giving up. I will 
rest. I will try again. I will suc¬ 
ceed.”

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BlackBerry denies report 
of takeover by Samsung 


Shares jump on TSX. 

Canadian company's 
stock rose to highest 
level since early 2012 


BlackBerry has responded to 
a dramatic jump in its stock 
price, saying late Wednesday 
that it has not engaged in dis¬ 
cussions with Samsung Elec¬ 
tronics Co. Ltd. about a possible 
takeover. 

The response followed a 


report from the Reuters news 
agency, which said Samsung 
had met with BlackBerry execu¬ 
tives over the possibility of buy¬ 
ing the Canadian company for 
as much as $7.5 billion US. 

Reuters cited both a source 
familiar with the proposal and 
related documents. 

BlackBeny shares jumped 
nearly 30 per cent after the 
report emerged, leading the 
company to react with a public 
statement. 

“BlackBeny has not engaged 
in discussions with Samsung

with respect to any possible of¬ 
fer to purchase BlackBeny,” the 
company said. 

The comments did not ad¬ 
dress whether Samsung had 
expressed an interest in the 
company that BlackBeny exec¬ 
utives haven’t entertained. 

BlackBeny and Samsung 
announced a partnership last 
November where the Water¬ 
loo, Ont.,-based company made 
its mobile security technology 
available for the Android oper¬ 
ating system. 

For BlackBeny, the arrange¬ 
ment gave their software the 
ability to work on Samsung’s 
Galaxy and Note smartphones, 
while it provided Samsung an 
opportunity to get the atten¬ 
tion of business customers that 
BlackBeny courts.

Samsung starts selling $90 phone 
in India, with its Tizen software 


Samsung Electronics Co. 
started selling a $90 US smart¬ 
phone in India on Wednesday 
that runs on the company’s 
Tizen software, its first major 
break from Google’s Android 
operating system in the mo¬ 
bile phone market. 

The Samsung Z1 went on 
sale for 5,700 rupees ($92), one 
of the cheapest phones that 
Samsung has launched. 

With the Tizen operating 
system, Samsung is tiying to 
lessen its dependence on An¬ 
droid software, which powers 
a majority of the South Ko¬ 
rean company’s smartphones 
including its flagship Galaxy 
series. 

The smartphone is the 
latest to join the growing list 
of Samsung’s Tizen family. 
Last year, Samsung launched a

camera and smartwatches. 

Samsung earlier this month 
said its Internet-connected 


televisions will use Tizen from 
this year, allowing the TVs to 
easily synchronize with Tizen 
mobile devices. 

The Zl smartphone was un¬ 
veiled in June but its launch, 
promised in Russia and India 
and elsewhere, was post¬ 
poned. The delays were seen 
as a setback to Samsung’s ef¬ 
forts to have control over the 
content and services that are 
used on its devices. 

Although Samsung is the 
world’s largest maker of tele¬ 
visions and handsets, its soft¬ 
ware has not matched its hard¬ 
ware prowess. The company 
has a history of withdrawing 
apps or services that received a 
big marketing push, including 
ending the short-lived mobile 
operating system Bada.

Auto lenders use black box to 
track buyers with poor credit 


A little-known black box 
buried in the guts of many 
vehicles on Canada’s roads 
makes drivers with poor 
credit the hapless targets of 
what is becoming a 24-hour 
surveillance culture. 

Known as a starter inter¬ 
rupter, the GPS-equipped, 
wallet-sized box is popular 
with auto-loan companies: If 
the owner stops making pay¬ 
ments, the lender can send a 
signal to the box, disabling 
the vehicle by shutting off 
the starter. The GPS function 
also allows for tracking the 
customer’s movements. 


Safety issues 


PassTime USA has sold tens 
of thousands of starter- 
interrupters in Canada. 


• In an emergency, a driver 
can enter a code that will 
start the car, it says. 


• The device can’t disable 
a moving car because it's 
connected to the starter 
and not the ignition 
system, PassTime says. 


Thousands of starter in¬ 


terrupters have been on the 
roads in Canada for years, 
but little has been said about 
how they’re used and the 
information lenders can col¬ 
lect. 

Consumer protection 
laws have curtailed their 
use in Quebec, and serious 
questions are being raised 
about their safety in the 
United States, following re¬ 
ports about moving cars be¬ 
ing shut down remotely — 
though one company that 
makes them denies that’s 
even possible.

NEWSPAPER EDITS OUT WOMEN 



The world is watching —and arguably just waiting — for the next 
head-slapping action to find, screengrab and broadcast to the world

It seems you can’t get away with 
much these days because Little Broth¬ 
er is there, taking a screengrab of your 
perceived offence and retweeting it 
for the world to turn into a meme. 

On the hot seat this week is con¬ 
servative Jewish newspaper HaMevas- 
er, which removed all of the women 
from a photograph of world leaders 
marching in Paris in support of Char¬ 
lie Hebdo, and printed said photo¬ 
graph on its front page. 

Gone from the photo are German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel, Paris May¬ 
or Anne Hidalgo, EU foreign affairs 
chief Federica Mogherini and Dan¬ 
ish Prime Minister Helle Thoming- 
Schmidt. 

The edits are offensive and head¬ 
slapping for the obvious reasons: Re¬ 
moving people from a photograph 
and presenting the image as fact, in 
a newspaper, is not journalism. Pains¬ 
takingly editing out the women, spe¬ 
cifically, suggests a dubious view on 
the value of women, in my opinion. 

What’s interesting is the idea that 
even a little-known newspaper with 
a relatively small circulation can so 
quickly catch the attention — and de¬ 
rision — of the entire world. 

Five years ago, the Haredi (Ultra- 
Orthodox) community’s practice of 
not publishing pictures of women 
for the sake of modesty would likely 
have gone relatively unnoticed. And 
yet, when Jewish site Walla outed 
HaMevaser over the altered Paris 
photo, it spread like wildfire around 
the web. As the world shrinks and 
the spotlight of social media grows, 


the viewpoints of people and com¬ 
munities — no matter how insular — 
become exposed for all to see, judge, 
re-tweet and hashtag. 

In this new world of cellphones, 
Twitter, Faceboolc and Instagram, the 
world’s eyes are always on us. 


Women only 


This isn’t the first time an ultra¬ 
orthodox newspaper has edited 
women out of photographs. 
Following the death of Osama 
Bin Laden, Brooklyn-based ultra¬ 
orthodox Jewish newspaper Der 
Tzitung photoshopped Hillary 
Clinton and another woman 
out of the photograph of U.S. 
President Barack Obama and his 
security team watching the raid. 


• The photo has also inspired 
several memes, including 
this one by satirical news site 
Waterford Whispers News, 
which edited all the men 
out of the image.

As a Muslim journalist, I’m not OK with the Charlie cover

I’m appalled by the renewed satiriz¬ 
ing of Prophet Muhammad in Charlie 
Hebdo, not only as a Muslim but also 
as a journalist. 

My condemnation stems from 
the fact that the Prophet is a revered 
figure in my faith who should not be 
drawn out — let alone satirized in un¬ 
toward illustrations — according to 
widely held Islamic traditions. 


But my condemnation goes deeper 
than that. As a person of faith, and a 
person of colour, it baffles me that the 
right to freedom of speech is being 
used as a right to be racist and bigoted 
toward Muslims, which is made clear 
by the obscene cartoons in editions of 
Charlie. 

Muslims are a racialized demo¬ 
graphic, with the majority of French 
Muslims coming from a North Afri¬ 
can background, while in Canada, the 
majority of Muslims are of Pakistani, 
Indian, Arab or Iranian origin. 


I’ve heard the phrase “Muslims 
aren’t a race” many times, but just 
about eveiy asinine image of Mus¬ 
lims or the Prophet in Charlie depicts 
them as brown or black individuals. 

Working in the media, I under¬ 
stand the responsibility that comes 
with freedom of speech and how that 
involves making moral judgments in 
news coverage on a daily basis. One 
of the main reasons why I got into 
this profession is because of its power 
to be a voice for the minority. 

I can’t help but feel that publish¬ 


ing the satirical Muhammad cartoons 
does nothing more than allow a se¬ 
lect few to flaunt their privilege to 
laugh at images that further antagon¬ 
ize an already marginalized group, 
especially in France. 

These cartoons play into people’s 
fears of Muslims and are used to jus¬ 
tify increased surveillance on a na¬ 
tional scale. They also fuel the ram¬ 
pant Islamophobia that is now raging 
in France, with at least 60 reported 
anti-Muslim incidents since the Char¬ 
lie attack, from firebombs and pig 


heads thrown into mosques, to veiled 
women subjected to insults on the 
street. At the same time, I understand 
that Islam forbids violently censoring 
free speech, as the gunman did in the 
Charlie Hebdo attack. 

The Prophet himself faced vio¬ 
lence and verbal ridicule from indi¬ 
viduals, but never used harsh words 
or physical force in return. It’s his 
example that I’ll continue to follow.

Book to film. 

Eastwood lightened 
the mood while 
filming the sombre 
American Sniper

Bradley Cooper starts off the 
press conference for American 
Sniper veiy, veiy seriously. “I 
try not to look in the mirror 
too much, quite honestly,” he 
says at one point, not remotely 
cracking a smile. 

Eventually he loosens up, 
busts out a decent impersona¬ 
tion of the film’s director — 
one Clint Eastwood — and rem¬ 
inisces warmly about that time 
Eastwood oozed childlike glee 
watching a kid on set: none 
other than the real-life daugh¬ 
ter of Army sharpshooter Chris 
Kyle (played by Cooper in the 
film) and his widow Taya. 

“We laughed a tremen¬ 
dous amount on the movie 
— shockingly, given the con¬ 
tent,” Cooper says. “You’re so 
excited to come to the set eveiy 
day, because Clint Eastwood is 
there.” The loose nature is just 
how Eastwood likes to work. 
“I think maybe why he gets so 
many great performances out 
of people is because he makes 
them feel really at ease. He’s 
curious. John Huston said to¬ 
wards the end of his life that 
that’s what keeps you going: 
curiosity. He’s just so curious. 
He’s like a little kid.” 

Cooper’s no modest fan of 
the director’s work, citing Un¬ 
forgiven as “maybe the best 
American film.” 

He feels a connection be¬ 
tween the best picture winner 
and American Sniper. 

“This character is almost 
William Munney prior to when 
we meet him in Unforgiven: 
his wife has since died and he’s 


on laughing with Clint 




taking care of the kids and he 
comes back because (his friend) 
has been murdered. We saw a 
lot of similarities.” 

There was another incen¬ 
tive to give Eastwood the reins: 
“Chris Kyle said if there was 
any way he had a choice of 
who would direct the movie, it 
would be Clint Eastwood. And 
then he had his wish.” 

They had fun making Amer¬ 
ican Sniper, but the film is abso¬ 
lutely serious. 

Not only is it about the 
damage war does to families 
and soldiers’ psyches, but Kyle 


himself was murdered by a 
troubled vet while the film was 
in pre-production. 

They had an extra respon¬ 
sibility to get the stoiy right 
and impart a useful message. 
“The takeaway for those who 
can relate to (Kyle) is that it will 
be healing,” he says. 

But even those who aren’t 
veterans themselves can see 
“what vets go through, what 
Taya has gone through.” 

Though Kyle’s four tours 
were during the Iraq War, Coop¬ 
er doesn’t see American Sniper 
as political. “It’s not a movie 
about the Iraq War. It’s a movie 
about what someone like Chris 
has to go through as a soldier— 
the dilemmas, the horror of it,” 
he explains. “That’s all we ever 
talked about. It’s not a political 
movie at all. It’s a movie about a 
man. It’s a character study.” 

Cooper actually trained 
with live ammo, which both 
helped and harmed his work. 
He found the first sniping se¬ 
quence much too real. 

“I’d only felt the gun with 
live ammo, and I saw two ac¬ 
tors in the scope. My stomach 
turned and I moved the gun 
away,” he recalls. “I said, ‘We 
can’t shoot the scene with 
them there.’ I just couldn’t do 
it, even though the gun wasn’t 


loaded. I had a glimpse of what 
a soldier has to go through.” 

With Eastwood, Cooper 
was working for a director 
famous for doing as few takes 
as possible, sometimes just one. 
Cooper found that refreshing. 

“Sometimes you do movies, 
you think, ‘Well, I’m warming 
up on the first three and then 
we’ll get into it on seven and 
eight. That’s not happening 
on this movie at all. You bet¬ 
ter bring it the first take,” he 
says. “It’s almost like theatre in 
a way, doing a Clint Eastwood 
movie.” 

It even felt familiar to him, 
based on his time with Silver 
Linings Playboolc and American 
Hustle director David 0. Rus¬ 
sell, who relies heavily on spon¬ 
taneous, off-the-cuff traits. 

“On a David 0. Russell mov¬ 
ie, when you step out of the 
van in the morning you better 
be able to shoot the scene the 
moment your foot touches the 
ground,” he explains. “I’ve 
come to love it, because there’s 
an energy and vitality, a sense 
that it’s actually happening. If 
I ever have a chance to direct I 
would always want to do that. 
Never make them feel like they 
have 100 takes. Make them feel 
like this is it. You want to raise 
the stakes, anyway.”

Paula Hawkins’ first book, 
the emotional thriller The 
Girl On The Train, only 
came out on Tuesday, but 
DreamWorks has already 
bought the movie rights. 

With every early review 
comparing it to Gone Girl, 
the stakes are pretty high 
for this novel, about a 
woman named Rachel who 
sees the same people on her 
commute to and from work 
each day and builds up stor¬ 
ies in her mind about them. 

An alcoholic, Rachel 


makes for an unreliable 
narrator, which in part is 
responsible for the book’s 
many twists, turns and its 
shocking ending. 

Making 'subway friends’ 

“When I used to commute 
for work, one of my favour¬ 
ite things to do was to look 
out the window and into 
peoples’ houses if I could 
see in,” Hawkins tells us. 

“The idea for the book 
partially comes from the 
idea that you see these 
people every day and you 
feel like you’ve made a con¬ 
nection, but it’s actually im¬ 
aginary. And then thinking 
about what a vulnerable, 
lonely person would do 
with that sensation.” 

Hawkins says she liked 
the idea of creating a narra¬ 
tor with a drinking problem 
because it creates an unreli¬ 
ability in a lot of ways. 

“You can’t trust yourself, 
your memory or your own 
judgments,” she says.

There should be a visual div¬ 
ider between the living area 
for entertaining and kitchen 
area for cooking. A kitchen 
work island, desk or table 
with chairs should be used as 
a barrier to the working area 
of the kitchen. This helps 


to visually keep the fun and 
games in the living area and 
the working kitchen func¬ 
tioning smoothly and safely. 

Sliding barn-style doors 
are a great way to keep offices 
and dens open to the rest of 
the house yet offer privacy 
when needed. 


Keep flooring similar 

Flooring should flow from one 
area to another without jar¬ 
ring the eye with light then 
dark tones. For example, hav¬ 
ing medium wood toned floor¬ 
ing in your living space, then 
a medium brown stone in the 
foyer, a similar tone of brown 
in the kitchen tile and a simi¬ 
lar colour of broadloom for a 
den area will create the feel¬ 
ing of one large floor space. 

A foyer carpet runner 
should take its cue for colour 
and pattern from larger area 
mgs in other areas through¬ 
out the open-concept space. 


Match up the details 

Window treatments, hardware 
metal tones and wall colours 
should also blend from one 
area to another in an open- 
concept home. Similar window 
shade styles and colours should 
be used throughout the main 
floor. The metallic colours and 
styles of doorknobs, cabinet 
hardware and lighting should 
all be co-ordinated, and paint 
colours also need to blend. 

By decorating all the areas 
of your main floor as one large 
space, you will simplify the 
decorating process and create 
visual flow.

If he did, the coach of the 
Minnesota Wild might 
already think he’s out of 
a job. 

Instead, with his team 
on a six-game losing skid, 
Yeo is determined to ignore 
the chatter and focus on 
the task at hand.

Since we’ve reached the half¬ 
way point of the season, it’s 
time for an autopsy — and yes, 
I use that word deliberately. 
The Oilers are once again in 
the NHL’s basement, have fired 
a coach and begun to trade 
veterans. There is a legitimate 
possibility that Edmonton will 
get either Connor McDavid 
or Jack Eichel in the draft this 
summer, adding another tre¬ 
mendously skilled forward to a 
team that has nothing else. 

Structurally, the team 
makes no sense and I’ll break 
it down by position to explain 
why. 

Forwards: Thanks to an 
embarrassment of first overall 
picks in the past five years, 
the Oilers have some great 
potential up front, but a lack 
of support for that talent 
has stagnated progress. Nail 
Yalcupov looks ruined already, 
Taylor Hall is the team’s most 
dangerous asset but not a 
complete player. Ryan Nugent- 
Hoplcins is the squad’s No. 1 
centre, but wouldn’t be on a 
stronger team. Under better 
management, all three of 
these statements could have 
been negated. But here we are. 

Defence: They don’t get a 
lot of help from the forwards,

but this group would be over¬ 
whelmed either way. Again, 
it comes down to structure. 
Andrew Ference went from 
being the third- or fourth-best 
blue-liner on Boston’s Stanley 
Cup team to the captain and 
nominal No. 1 defenceman in 
Edmonton. He’s a great guy, 
but that’s an awful situation 
to put him in. Justin Schultz is 
still one of the most exciting 
young blue-liners in the game, 
but part of the reason is the 


offence he accidentally creates 
in his own end, as well as 
for the goals he wants to be 
responsible for. Nikita Nikitin 
hasn’t lived up to billing, while 
Mark Fayne has done as much 
as he can. Again, there’s just 
not enough back there. 

Goaltending: Which 
brings us to another sensi¬ 
tive categoiy. Goaltending 
has been an issue for a while 
and again, without support in 
front, both Ben Scrivens and 


Viktor Fasth have struggled. 

In terms of save percentage, 
they are two of the five worst 
goalies in the NHL and things 
are exacerbated by the margin 
of error. For example, when 
Scrivens gave up an early bad 
goal to St. Louis the other 
night, you knew the Oilers 
weren’t going to come back; 
they didn’t have it in them. 
That has been the case on too 
many nights this season for 
the team.

After six playoff games — five of them 
victories — Wilson has the highest passer 
rating in NFL history with a minimum of 150 
attempts. Wilson’s mark of 109.6 is at the 
top. He’s one of five players in league history 
with a playoff passer rating of 100 or above. 
The others are: Rodgers, Bart Starr, Kurt 
Warner and Drew Brees. 


Headed into Sunday’s NFC 
championship game against 
Green Bay, Wilson’s post-sea¬ 
son achievements can’t be dis¬ 
puted even if he doesn’t fit any 
preconceived notions. 

“I think one of the things 
that definitely allows me to 
play well is the guys around 
me. I’ve got great guys around 
me, guys that want to work 
eveiy day, guys that are devoted 
to being successful and no mat¬ 
ter what it takes,” Wilson said. 
“I think that when you’re in 
those moments, you either live 
for them or you fall off.” 

There’s also the matter of 
how Wilson plays when it mat¬ 
ters most. He already owns 14 
career comebacks in 54 regular- 
season and playoff games com¬ 
bined.
